Eddie Rogers asked Ron 
McMahan, Team Taylor 
County’s executive direc¬ 
tor, if he wanted to address 
magistrates. He said he 
didn’t. 

After discussing the eco¬ 
nomic development issue 
for about 35 minutes, the 
bodies voted to come back 
into open session. 

Campbellsville Mayor 
Tony Young said there was 
discussion about possible 
industry development in 
Taylor County. 

“That’s pretty much 
where it stands at this 
point.” 

No other comments were 
made and the bodies 
adjourned their meeting. 

City Council members 
Dave Nunery, Mike Hall 
Jr., Randy Herron, Patti 
Phillips and Terry Keltner 
did not attend the meeting. 
All magistrates attended. 

On Thursday, McMahan 
declined to comment on 
the possible economic 
development.

When off the clock, Morris 
says she enjoys spending 
time with a group of close 
friends, the Modern Day 
Homemakers club. She is 
the only charter member 
remaining since the club 
was organized in 1985. 

“My homemaker club is 
probably my best friends, 
some of them,” she said. “I 
know if I needed some¬ 
thing, they will be there 
for me.” 

Morris said the group 
spends fellowship time 
together, performs com¬ 
munity service and learns 
about a variety of topics, 
from environmental issues 
to making various items. 
Morris serves as a co-chair 
for the homemaker’s envi¬ 
ronmental committee. 

“I love the environment,” 
she said. “That’s kinda one 
of my passions.” 

Community service is 
central to the Modern Day 
Homemakers club, she 
said, from making wheel¬ 
chair caddies for local 
nursing homes to provid¬ 
ing backpacks full of school 
supplies for children. 

Morris said she first 
learned about homemak¬ 
ers clubs when she began 
working at the extension 
office. She said she had 
just moved to Taylor Coun¬ 
ty and wanted to meet new 
people. Many years later, 
Morris said, she doesn’t 
know what she would do 
without the group. 

“They’re just a backbone 
to my life,” she said. “I 
can’t imagine not having 
them in my life.” 

Morris said she uses her 
homemaker club as an out¬ 
let, and her family under¬ 
stands how important the 


group is to her. 

“It’s been a big part of 
my life,” she said. “I truly 
believe that everybody has 
to have something.” 

Homemaker groups are 
predominately female, 
Morris said, though men 
are welcome to become 
members. Of all the local 
clubs, there is only one 
male member. But that 
doesn’t mean men don’t 
help the homemakers, 
Morris said. 

“ ... Our husbands are 
very supportive when it 
comes to projects we do.” 

Morris said receiving the 
Homemaker of the Year 
award at a recent meeting 
of the county’s Homemak¬ 
er Council was surprising. 

“I was humbled,” she said. 
“I was shocked. I wasn’t 
expecting it at all. I did not 
know it until the night they 
presented the award.” 

Morris said she asked 
who had won the award 
and was told another mem¬ 
ber of her group had 
received the honor. 

This year’s Homemaker 
of the Year award winner 
was chosen a bit different¬ 
ly than in years past. 

Donna Kerr, president of 
the Taylor County Exten¬ 
sion Homemakers, said 
each of the community’s 
clubs typically nominate a 
member for the award and 
a winner is chosen from 
those nominations. 

This year, she said, the 
Homemaker Council nom¬ 
inated the winner. Kerr 
said Morris stood out to 
several Council members 
as a potential winner. 

“Probably one of the best 
deserved ones to get it,” 
she said. “She’s the type of 
person, if she’s in some¬ 
thing, she’s in it.” 

Morris said being a home¬ 
maker is a passion, not 
another meeting on her 
calendar. 


“It’s not something I have 
to do,” she said. “It’s some¬ 
thing I want to do.” 

For those who believe 
being a homemaker is all 
about baking and cleaning, 
Morris says that’s just sim¬ 
ply not the case. 

“It’s not just about ‘home¬ 
making’. It’s just a really 
good group of women to 
work with,” she said. “It’s 
not a cooking, cleaning type 
homemakers. It’s more a 
fellowship to grow.” 

Morris said she considers 
the group a support system. 

“We’re not blood sisters, 
but we’re like sisters to 
each other.” 

In her spare time, Morris 
said, she enjoys baking, 
cross-stitching, needle 


work, crocheting and has 
recently learned tatting. 
She said she enjoys mak¬ 
ing handmade gifts for 
friends and family. 

Morris is married to Steve 
Morris, director of plant 
maintenance at Campbells- 
ville University. The Mor¬ 
rises have two children, 
Aimee and Shane.

Raise Your “Awareness”

Many grandparents who are raising 
grandchildren live on a limited income 
when the children come to live with 
them. 

Faced with growing expenses and 
limited incomes, they often have a 
difficult time making ends meet. They 
may go deep in debt or dip into their 
retirement savings just to pay the 
monthly bills. Help may be available. 

Grandparents in Kentucky who are 
providing primary care for a grandchild 
that has not reached his or her 19th 
birthday may be eligible for assistance 
through the Kentucky Family 
Caregiver Program. 

Grandparents of any age who meet 
financial guidelines and are not 
receiving Kinship Care can receive 
financial assistance or supportive 
services that may include information 
about services that are available, 
assistance in gaining access to 
services, individual counseling or 
support groups and caregiver training. 

Financial assistance could be used 
to buy clothing, respite assistance, 
educational supplies or assistance, 
required legal services, medical and 
dental services and other expenses as 
authorized by the Department of Aging 
and Independent Living. 

To qualify, grandparents must be 
related by blood and must be the 
primary caregiver of the child. The 
child’s parent may not live in the home. 

The Kentucky Family Caregiver 
Program is a state-funded program 
and is one of the services offered 
through Kentucky’s Department of 
Aging and Independent Living. It is 
administered by the regional Area 
Agencies on Aging.

Visits residents at local rehabilitation center 


At first, Ash visited three times a week. 
Then, he said, he decided to visit more 
often so he could learn everyone’s 
names. 

And by now, he knows their names and 
much more. He also knows all of the staff 
members. 

“If I’m not here, they’re lookin’ for me,” 
he said. “I’ve got more girlfriends. [They’ll 
say], ‘Well, that’s my boyfriend.’” 

He says he walks in at about 11 a.m. 
each day and begins his visits by high- 
fiving the staff. 

Ash said he begins late morning so the 
residents have a chance to get up and 
ready for the day. 

He comes back each afternoon and then 
again on Sunday afternoons. Sunday 
mornings he visits the residents at a nurs¬ 
ing home in Greensburg.

“If they go to the hospital, I go to the 
hospital,” he said. 

Ash said he spends his time with the 
patients encouraging them. 

“To brighten a lot of them’s day,” he 
said. “A lot of them don’t have nobody.” 

Residents seem to enjoy Ash’s visits, but 
he says he enjoys them, too. 

Ash’s family members live away, in Ten¬ 
nessee and Louisville.

“I’m a people person,” he said. “We 
both win at the situation we’re doing. 

“I look forward to seeing them just like 
they look forward to seeing me.” 

By visiting, Ash said, he has met a lot of 
people he wouldn’t have normally met 
through his church circle or when work¬ 
ing with local sports officials. 

“I try to make them laugh,” he said. 

“It’s therapy for me.” 

By now, Ash said, he knows many of the 
residents’ family members and has 
become friends with them, too. 

“I’ve made too many friends,” he said 
with a laugh. “I sing to them. I sit and 
talk with them. I compliment them ... to 
make sure they’re in the game.” 

And for some, he said, he is their only 
visitor. 

“When they don’t see me, they want to 
know, ‘Where is he?”’ 

Ash said he, too, looks forward to see¬ 
ing his friends every day. 

“If I didn’t, I wouldn’t come.” 

With a list in his hand, Ash checks off 
another resident’s name and makes his 
way to another room. 

“You have a good day, OK,” he said. 
“And make sure you eat some lunch.” 

The next resident smiles when he walks 
in the door. 

“Keep hanging in there, OK?” he says. 
“You take care of yourself.” She smiles. 

He turns the corner and greets another 
resident with a beaming smile. Today is 
her birthday. 

He leans in closely and starts singing.

So what led to the success 
just one year later? 

“They thought we were too 
serious the first year,” Molly 
said. “We’re very competi¬ 
tive, so competition is fun for 
us, but they thought we were 
being too serious and not 
having fun, but we weren’t. 
We were having fun because 
we like competition.” 

This year, the girls took a 
new approach and gave the 
state fair judges the impres¬ 
sion that it was all about fun 
for them. 

“We didn’t act too serious 
or anything,” Elizabeth said. 

Where did the love of cup¬ 
cakes originate? Look no fur¬ 
ther than The Food Network. 

“I watch The Food Network 
a lot and that’s almost all we 
watch. When I was in first 
grade I started watching it. 
When most kids watched 
cartoons, I watched The 
Food Network,” Molly said. 

“And she got me into it,” 
Elizabeth said. 

Of course both of the girls 
like Cupcake Wars, but they 
also enjoy other shows. Molly 
likes Paula Dean, while Eliza¬ 
beth said her favorite show is 
Unique Eats. The girls’ moth¬ 
ers both describe their daugh¬ 
ters as competitive, but if you 
ask the girls, they both point 
back at Mom as the source of 
that competitive nature. 

“The first year at Cupcake 
Wars, we were out for blood,” 
Molly’s mom, Carol Sullivan 
said, with a laugh. “And when 
they told us they were too 
serious, we said, ‘That’s just 
their personalities.’ I think 
the judges didn’t interpret 
that our girls were having a 
good time, they just have a 
different way of showing it.” 

“They have loved doing it. 
We are a little competitive, but 
the girls have just stuck to 
being themselves, and they 
didn’t try to be something they 
weren’t. They just went up 
there and did their thing in the 
competition, but that’s typical¬ 
ly what they do,” said Tonya 
Rogers, Elizabeth’s mom. 

Sullivan said she and Rog¬ 
ers want the best for their 
daughters, and the girls say 
they have spent hours per¬ 
fecting their craft, thanks to 
their moms’ guidance.

When competing, the girls 
dress in black T-shirts cov¬ 
ered by matching pink aprons 
with their names and an 
embroidered cupcake on the 
front. All of their kitchen tools, 
including measuring cups and 
more, are also hot pink and 
black. When they deliver cup¬ 
cakes, they use pink boxes. 

“Tonya and I have helped 
them get stuff, but we let them 
be creative,” Sullivan said. 

The girls always use that 
theme, except for this year 
at the Fourth of July cele¬ 
bration, where they dressed 
in red, white and blue. 

The girls of All About ME 
have not only competed and 
sold cupcakes at the local 
Fourth of July celebration, they 
have also had family and friends 
ask them to provide cupcakes 
for events such as birthday par¬ 
ties and wedding showers. And 
no matter the event, one of the 
cupcakes that helped them win 
first place at the state fair 
remains among the favorites 
—the strawberry cupcake with 
pieces of fresh strawberries in 
the cake and icing. Still, they 
don’t limit themselves to the 
crowd favorite. 

“For Molly’s cousin’s birth¬ 
day party, we made blue velvet 
UK cupcakes,” Elizabeth said. 

Elizabeth and Molly say they 
have learned a lot in a short 
time, and now they are being 
asked to share their knowl¬ 
edge. Next on the agenda for 
the girls is a chance to share 
their craft with some students 
at Taylor County High School. 

“The high school has a store 
called ‘Fancy That,’ and the 
girls have been invited to 
teach the high school stu¬ 
dents as they add a cupcake 
of the week at the store, and 
they will be teaching the 
girls who will be running the 
store some specific cupcakes 
next week,” Sullivan said. 

The story of All About ME is 
one that has developed very 
quickly, and there’s no way to 
tell where it will go next, but 
Elizabeth and Molly both say 
they would like to have a busi¬ 
ness location in downtown 
Campbellsville some day. 

“I think it would be pretty fun 
to open a little cupcake shop 
downtown,” Elizabeth said. “If 
we could get the money to do it, 
that would be fun,” Molly said. 

There is no telling what the 
future holds for the young 
entrepreneurs, but for now, 
the future looks sweet.
